Senate bill could help save some wild horses 


Cost, land use and birth control are factors 
in dealing with mustangs, burros in the West

Advocates for wild horses and 
burros are lauding a U.S. Sen- 
ate spending bill they say would 
spare thousands of mustangs on 
public lands from being killed. 

An explanatory statement on 
the Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee’s $32.6 billion Interior 
spending bill for fiscal 2018, re- 
leased Nov. 20, calls for “humane 
and politically viable options” to 


deal with wild horse overpopula- 
tion on federal land. A similar bill 
passed by the House Appropria- 
tions Committee in July allows 
for horses to be euthanized as a 
means of population control. 

The House and Senate bills 
will have to be reconciled in 
talks between lawmakers from 
both chambers, and it’s unclear 
whether long-standing federal 
prohibitions against the killing or 
sale for slaughter of wild horses 
will make the final budget. 

Still, wild horse advocates say 


the Senate bill offers a fighting 
chance for the animals’ survival. 

“The Senate has heard the 
voice of the Americans loud and 
clear and rejected the killing of 
our nation’s iconic wild horses 
and burros,” Suzanne Roy, execu- 
tive director of the American Wild 
Horse Campaign, said in a news 
release. 

“America’s mustangs are part 
of the history and culture of the 
West. Clearly, the Senate realizes 
that killing America’s mustangs 
or selling them for slaughter is 
not acceptable to the American 
public. The only humane and po- 


litically viable path forward is to

rom Calle Alisos in Ensenada, Mexico, 
the city’s marina can be seen glistening 
in the thin sunlight that illuminates a 
towering Carnival cruise ship. 
It’s a view that Ramon Ruiz Ortiz 
easily can see from his roof, but it’s not one he 


often relishes. 


For Ruiz, it’s hard to embrace Ensenada, a 
coastal tourist town, when the home he longs for 
is in Moreno Valley. 


It’s been more than five months since Ruiz, 
36, was deported. He was sent back to Mexico in 
May, just hours after he went to San Bernardi- 
no’s U.S. Citizenship and Immigration Services 
office to interview for a green card that would 
have granted him permanent residency. 

U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement, 
or ICE, said he was denied permanent residency 
because he had been caught attempting to cross

The iconic US Festival is remembered in anew documentary

A lot of big numbers get tossed 
around in any conversation 
about the inaugural US Festi- 
val held Labor Day weekend in 
1982 at Glen Helen Regional 
Park in San Bernardino. 

Fans numbered 425,000 or 
so, many of whom camped on 
the grounds in the dusty, sum- 
mer heat of early September. 

There were 19 top-flight 
acts — everyone from Talk- 
ing Heads, the Police and Tom 
Petty to Fleetwood Mac, San- 
tana and the Grateful Dead — 
nearly half of which are now in 
the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame. 

The budget, which started 
at $10 million ended up in the 
neighborhood of $13 million, 
the equivalent of $33 million 
today.

And then there’s a singular 
man, with a large and gener- 
ous dream, who didn’t care so 
much about the millions of dol-

ence.

Conyers 
exils post 
amid sex 
allegations 


The Michigan Democrat, 
38, gives up the party's 
top spot on the House 
Judiciary Committee

WASHINGTON » Michigan Rep. 
John Conyers, under investiga- 
tion over allegations he sexually 
harassed female staff members, 
said Sunday he will step aside as 
the top Democrat on the House 
Judiciary Com- 
mittee while 
fiercely denying 
he acted inappro- 
priately during 
his long tenure in 
Congress. 

In a statement, 
the 88-year-old 
lawmaker made 
clear he would prefer to keep his 
leadership role on the commit- 
tee, which has wide jurisdiction 
over U.S. law enforcement, from 
civil rights and impeachment of 
federal officials to sexual harass- 
ment protections. 

But Conyers acknowledged 
maintaining the post would be 
a distraction “in light of the at- 
tention drawn by recent allega- 
tions made against me.” 

“I have come to believe that 
my presence as ranking mem- 
ber on the committee would 
not serve these efforts while 
the Ethics Committee investiga- 
tion is pending,” he said. “I can-
